The University Regents Should 
Take Account of Debs' Meeting. 


3 
It would ;eern beyond question to be the duty of the Board of Re- 


gents of the State University to take formal cognizance of the seditious 
utterances on the premises of that institution last Saturday. 


The most notorious anarchist in the country—a man who led a 


revolt 
agains: 
government fourteen 
years ago, who 
served 
six 


months in jail for treasonable offenses, and who has been denouncing 
judges, advising the abolition of courts and condemning- the constitu- 
tion of the Un ted States ever since, was granted permission by the col- 
lege, authorities to hold a meeting in the Greek Theater, the open ait- 
auditorium on the university grounds. 
The speaker arrived in a "red 


special," being greeted on the campus by wildly enthusiastic crowds wav- 
ing red flags, i nd was escorted to the theater with much demonstration. 
The band playjd the Marseillais when he went upon the stage. 


In a spee<-h of an hour and a half he denounced everything that 


stands for authority. He declared that wage working; is slavery; that 
with Socialism in vogue men would have to work But two hours a day. 
He assured hi; hearers that he would abolish courts, and that the con- 
stitution is on grown and useless as a guarantee of protection to life 
and property. 
It was a treasonable speech, one that could not have 


been permitted in any other country, and that might well be under the 
hai> here. 


A student of the University presided. He qualincd for that "honor" 


through 
hold ng the presidency of a student organization, the exact 


character of \v lich is not disclosed by its name, "Social Progress Club," 
but which appears to be sympathetic with the Debs sort of thing. The 
President of tiie University was at the meeting, and "met" Debs after 
it was over. 


The Regents of the University, as trustees of the State, arc in 


charge.of its great institution of learning. Orderly citizens undoubtedly 
understand th; t the State University is maintained to put within the 
reach of all tho means of acquiring a higher education. The aim is to 
elevate the pla ic of citizenship, to inculcate those traits that make bet- 
ter and. more capable men and women and thus to promote the welfare 
of the State. 


One of til? first and most necessary principles of good citizenship 


is respect for authority. It ought to be and is in theory the first tiling 
required at an institution of learning. 
In a university supported by 


the State respect for authority should be projected far beyond the im- 
mediate enviro iment, and in its broadest sense impressed upon the de- 
veloping mind as the indispetisiblc basis of the social order. 


How very far from this idea they have strayed at Berkeley is made 


manifest by pe-mitting an anarchist of national notoriety to address a 
gathering in the university auditorium, under the auspices of a student 
organization, and with the presence and implied approval of the uni- 
versity preside! t! 


In Californ a we arc rather complaisant, yet there is wide-spread 


astonishment a; the people wake up to these facts. Abroad there must 
be amazement 
^t our apparent indifference. 
Unless the Board of Re- 


gents take prompt action the university will greatly suffer. 
It will cer- 


tainly not be regarded by the law-abiding citizen as the best place to 
send his young to prepare them for the sterner duties of life. And the 
gr,eat tody of citizens that may -not send their sons and daughters to 
the State University, but who are required to help support the institu- 
tion—what will they think about it? 


The university has many needs. It requires vast funds to meet 


present require nents and for future development. The funds must be 
sought for the most part from the Legislature. It had already become 
too difficult to get the appropriations needed for proper maintenance 
and developmet t. How is it going to be now, with such plain evidence 
of the institution's sympathy with the doctrines of Debs; with the> wav- 
ing of red bant ers when it is proposed by him to destroy the constitu- 
tion and abolish the courts?

H. £. Huntington 
Returns to San Francisco. 


A San Fr incisco paper contains an article to the effect that 


H. E. Huntington has "buried his resentment" against San Fran- 
cisco and returned to invest in some 6f its enterprises. It declares 
that when he eft that city several years ago, he went "in a huff" 
on account of being denied th£ presidency of the Southern Pacific 
Company. 


A more popular understanding- of his retirement from the San 


Francisco field is that he was hounded away. In times past it has 
been the religion of some San Francisco ne\vspapcrs to abuse prom- 
inent men of tiat city. Upon the death of C. P. Huntington, they 
turned on his nephew, who was largely in-terested in the Southern 
Pacific, but 'more' especially in the traction companies of San 
Francisco. 


'A good opportunity occurring to sell his street railway inter- 


ests, he embraced it, and appeared to be glad to get out of a com- 
munity that h; cl the habit of jumping on the man who was trying 
to do things d:stincd to benefit the entire community at the s'ame 
time they were expected to yield profit to himself. If he really quit 


• San Francisco in pique, he must have appreciated the welcome that 


awaited him in Los Angeles, where he was encouraged to lay out the 
money that he :ook away from the former city in an urban and intcr- 
wrban electric railway system that was more than up to date, that 
attracted natioral attention, and that had more to do with the con- 
tinued and ex:raordinary development of the southern city than 
anything else. 


It must -h ive been apparent to Mr. Huntington at the time, 


•"however, that San Francisco was a field for investment with greater 


, ultimate promise than the boom city of the South. 
He is a man 


''of unusual sagacity, and must have realized the destiny of the com- 
munities .on tlu chief harbor of the Pacific. And if he thought to 
punish one of :hese by withdrawing the immense capital which he 
controlled, and what was more important, the energetic spirit of 
progress that lie possessed, it mu«t be admitted that he succeeded 
to a considerable degree.

There were in lf«)0, by the United States census, 805,970 
negroes in the Northern States, not including the border States of 
Delaware, Maryland, Kentucky, Tennessee, the Virginias or Dis- 
trict of Columbia; of that number, there were: 
99,23.3, of whom 


31,425 were voters, in Xew York State; 69,847, of whom 21,478 were 
voters, in New Jcrscj ; 156,845, of whom 51,668 were voters, in 
Pennsylvania; 96/XH, of whom 31,235 were voters, in Ohio; 57,505, 
of whom 18,186 were voters, in Indiana; 85,078, of whom'29.7(>2 
were voters, in Illinois; making a total of 565,405, of whom 183,754 
were voters. 


In each of these Sfntcs, Pennsylvania exccptcd, the colored vote 


is the balance of powe--, or rather, it is indispensable to Republican 
success.
